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Rabies In Dogs 
Quite Prevalent. 


Rabies shows an increased preva- 
lence in many parts of the United 
States, and during recent months it 
has been more prevalent in California 


than it has been for any similar period. 


during the past few years. The 
disease has been confined to the 
southern part of the state, but last 
November it extended to the northern 


sections of California. Marin County 


was affected, particularly, and the 
county, as well as all of the incor- 
porated cities, adopted stringent local 
ordinances for the control of dogs. 
The enforcement of these ordinances 
has been productive of results in re- 
ducing the prevalence of the disease 
in the dog populations. 

During the four weeks ending May 
12, 1928, a total of 51 rabid animals 
were discovered within the state. All 
of these animals were dogs excepting 
two cats. These rabid animals were 
found in Marin, Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino, Stanislaus and Los Angeles 
counties. There have been no human 
deaths from rabies in California since 
last year, when one death occurred. 
This disease first appeared in Calli- 


fornia in 1899 and did not appear 


again within the state until 1909, since 
which time rabies has been present 
every. year. 


Rabies is spread chiefly by stray |: 


dogs. By stray dogs is meant animals 


which have no owners and no homes. 


There are thousands of such dogs in 
California, both in urban and in rural 
districts. If all such dogs were placed 
under control and kept under control 
continuously; rabies could be 

within bounds very easily. The dog 
which has a home, but whose owner 
is neglectful, permitting the animal 
to run the streets, not giving the ani- 
mal ordinary care, food and atten- 
tion which it deserves, is also a marked 
factor in the distribution and spread 
oi rabies. It is essential that all dogs 


be placed under control whenever | 


rabies may appear in any community, 
as the control of the disease depends 
almost entirely upon the control of 
dogs. 

There are a number of common fal- 
acieés concerning rabies and mad dogs. 
While the disease is far more preva- 
ent in dogs than in other animals, 
cats, coyotes, horses, cows and ground 
“(uirrels sometimes contract the dis- 


fase. Cases have also been found 


in. skunks. In 1915, in Lassen 
County, the coyotes of northeastern 
California were. so severely afflicted 
with rabies that the services of state 
and federal employees were required 
for several months in order to stamp 
out the disease. The losses to live 
stock in this. outbreak amounted to 
no less than $150,000. Rabid dogs do 
not always fear water. In some stages 
of the disease rabid dogs will wade 
in the water and will swim if they are 
obliged to. A rabid dog does not 
always foam at the mouth. Some- 
times’ an increased flow of saliva is 
not discernible. Even though a dog 
does not appear to be mad he may, 
nevertheless, be suffering from rabies. 
Restlessness, change in disposition 
and change in the tone of the voice 
are the first symptoms to watch for. 
Restlessness is the most common and 
most pronounced of the early symp- 
toms generally encountered. Rabies 
is generally more prevalent during 
the winter months than during the 
summer, and the disease is generally 
less prevalent during the so-called 
“dog days” of August.
